H« » w It \Va» It<*reiv ed and E v ad ed by th e 
I.uglihli P u b lic. 
This famou s “ gin l a w , ” passed in 
1736, is interesting as the earliest se­ 
vere blow at liq u or dealing among civ­ 
ilized nations. 
It levied a tax of 20s. a 
gallon on spirits, and a license of £ 50 
for any one selling or dealing in them. 
And, being in advance of pu blic opin­ 
ion, it failed, mu ch 
as other more 
stringent prohibition laws have failed 
in ou r own day. 
For the cry was at 
once raised th a t it taxed the poor m a n’s 
pin and let the rich m a n’s wine go 
free. 
Every wit, every caricatu rist, had 
his fling at it. 
Ballads were hawked 
arou nd 
telling of 
the 
approaching 
death of Mother Gin. 
The liq u or shops 
were hu ng w ith black and celebrated 
u proariou sly Mme. Geneva's lying in 
state, her fu neral, her w ake and so on. 
The night before the law went into 
effect, so 
the contem porary jou rnals 
say, there, was a u niversal revel all 
over the cou ntry. 
Every ono drank his 
fill and carried home as mu ch gin be­ 
sides as he cou ld pay for. 
To evade the law apothecaries sold 
it in v ials and small packages, some­ 
times co lo red and disgu ised, generally 
under fu lse 
labels, 
su ch 
as 
“ Colic 
Water,” “ Make S h if t ,” “ Ladies’ De­ 
light.” There were printed directions 
on some of these packages— e. 
g., “ Take 
two or three spoonfu ls three or fou r 
times a day, o r as often as the fit takes 
y o u.” Informera were very prominent 
au d 
exceedingly 
offensive, inventing 
snares to catch lawbreakers for the sake 
o f the heav y rewards, and spying and 
sneaking arou nd in 
a way particu larly 
distastefu l to the English mind. In con­ 
seq u ence they su ffered in tin ir tu rn.

Ev ery day one sees things 
which

use a worse bit of slang, “ the real thing” 
— to go off the scene without so much 
as “ a hand. ” 
Fine frenzies in the dra matic business 
are a wa ste of energy, so I a m told by 
a couple of actors, and here is the story, 
a tale of how two a mbitious ones ga v e 
to tlie exa sperating public perhaps tlie 
greatest bit of sta ge rea lism ev ery pre­ 
sented and receiv ed for their pa ins— and 
bruises— an a wful silence and a few 
pointed remarks from the ga llery critics.

They were 
up to the moment where one, in a mo­ 
ment of indiscretion, a ttempted to crit­ 
icise tho other. 
Of course ev erybody 
knows tha t when tha t occurs a ll friend­ 
ship cea ses— between actors. 
Of course 
there were coarse remarks passed, and 
tiie one who believ ed in realism and be­ 
ing an actor off and on finally folded his 
arms and said, “ When and where? ” 
“ Right Ih re, if you like. I t’s a short 
job a nywhere. ” 
“ You think so, eh? Well, it sha ll o c­ 
cur in our fight scene tonight. For once 
the public sha ll see wha t they pay for. 
The plot of the pla y necessita tes tha t 
you v anquish me. We sha ll see whether 
it is so short a job. ” 
The worst of the quarrel wa s that 
they were both a thletes, good wrestlers 
and boxers and willing. 
The pla y dragged slowly that night 
until the fight scene. 
The hero’s line, “ It is either you or 
I, Regina ld Marshallson, ” w a s answered 
by— m an undertone— “ You bet it is, 
and I ’ll mark you so you w o n ’t play for 
a month. ” 
Instead of going to a clinch, as usual, 
they both sparred about for an opening. 
They were too long in finding it, anil 
from 
the ga llery a 
critic 
shouted: 
“ W'a t’s do ma tter will youse? 
Why 
don’t ye git togedder? ” 
Then tiny both led and landed with 
a wallop. Then they clinched. The v il­ 
lain back heeled the hero, anil down 
they went. 
“ F ight like a man, not like a do g,” 
whispered the hero in hoarse tones. 
The v illa in a llowed him to get on his 
feet, und they began to spar again. 
About the time the ga llery got restless 
the hero landed a right on the v illa in’s 
eye tnat sent him reeling. Hail he reel­ 
ed tho other wa y all would hav e been 
well, as the hero would hav e gone on 
w ith the piece, lair as the hero crossed 
the sta ge toward him the rea list rushed 
and knocked him down with a sw ing­ 
ing left.

The ga llery kn< w that and roundly 
hissed tho hero for so far forgetting 
himself. 
The stage manager knew it 
and ran to one of the wings to prompt 
him. 
Tho hero knew it. and lie went 
buck at the v illa in for keeps. 
They fought for fiv e minutes all ov er 
the stage. 
They knoeked down papier 
ntacln 
trees, a stoop to a house and a 
fence, besides each other. 
The whole 
compa ny stood in the wings wa tching 
the m ill, and the manager cursed and 
ma de a wful threats in a sta ge whisper, 
but somehow the au dience wa s not im ­ 
press* d.

g allery yelled: 
“ Yer 
fakin. 
Why don’t y e tight? ” 
The bal­ 
cony, from which on prev ious nights 
w a v e s of approv al bail broken, sat quiet, 
bored and sullen. 
The parquet, a lwa ys 
w illin g to follow the lead from abov e 
oil prev ious occasions, now sat glum, 
w a iting until the v ery bad imita tion of 
a fight should end. 
The hero fought desperately. He must 
win. 
The plot of the piece worked out 
from his v ictory, but the v illa in clinched 
and fought a s he had nev er dreamed of 
fighting. In spite of wa rnings from the 
w ings be refused to be knocked senseless 
and a llow the hero to go on and rescue 
the girl 
At last the sta ge manager threatened 
them with the cu rtain, and the hero 
with one m ig hty effort freed him self 
from the g rasp of tin* realist and, ru bb­ 
ing 
tow ard 
tho hou se in which tho 
heroine was su pposed to be, cried w ith 
a harelip accent: 
“ Beware--of- me, 
R eg inald M arshallson! My ju st pu rpose 
shall not bo thw arted. ” 
As he had one eye closed and his 
mouth sw o lim out of heroic proportions 
the sentence did not cause tho ga llery 
to makt*any particular fuss. 
Tin- hero­ 
ine refused to a llow him to kiss her in 
the rescue scene, and the mana ger dis­ 
charged them both.—Chicago Times- 
Herald.

The British gov ernment sells a ll its 
publications. It giv es nothing away. If 
you wa nt a copy of a bill that has been 
introduced into the house of commons 
or a report that has been presented to 
the house of lords or any public ma tter 
in the London county council or the 
board of aldermen of the city, you hav e 
to buy it from the official printers, and 
you ha v e to pay postage if it is sent 
through the mails. In our couutry near­ 
ly all official documents of this kind 
are giv en 
a wa y, and are 
sent 
free 
through the m a ils under a frank. 
The 
British plan seems to be the more sen­ 
sible. It sav es m illions of dolla rs ev ery 
yea r that are wa sted in the United 
States to furnish public documents to 
people who do not care a nything for 
them, and who throw them into the 
wa ste paper basket as soon as they are 
receiv ed. 
The cha rge for official publi­ 
ca tions is only sufficient to pay the cost 
and a sma ll ma rgin for wastage. 
Thus 
the gov ernment printing office is self 
supporting and the postal serv ice pays a 
profit of #10,000,000 or #12,000,000 a n­ 
nua lly into tin- treasury. 
On the con­ 
trary, on our side of the Atla ntic, it 
costs #5 ,000,000 or more to pay for 
printing for which no one is the wiser, 
and our postoffice department declares 
an Irish div idend of #9 ,000,000 or #10,- 
000,000 ev ery year, much of which is 
due to 
the 
transportation of 
“ pub. 
docs. ” — Chicago Record.
